Channel, and the farmer may say: ‘* What 
matter; whether they are fat or Jean I can 
<ell them.” But if adequate supplies to suit 
ihe home market are not produced, then the 
farmer stands to lose. 
ONE PRICE FOR LEAN. 

Some curers buy pigs of equal weight at 
one price (the highest) if lean, and about 8s. 
per cwt. lower if fat. Others buy what they 
want in a lot which may contain one that is 
unsuitable. If all pigs bought by bacon 
curers were graded, not only in accordance 
with their weight, but also in accordance 
with their leanness or otherwise, farmers 
would have to change their methods. 

What is the cause of this state of affairs? 
A member of one bacon-curing firm declared 
that the fault lay with the type of pig that is 
being bred. Some pigs when bought appear 
to be suitable for the highest class trade, 
but when slaughtered they are found to be 
heavy in the shoulder. This type is largely 
a fat producer, and should not be encouraged. 
Indeed, much has been done to remedy this 
defect through the distribution of suitable 
boars under the scheme of the Department 
of Agriculture and the bacon curers. It was 
only within the last r or two that new 
blood could be im from England, owing 
to repeated outbreaks of foot-and-mouth 
disease there, and the consequent restrictions 
on the movement of stock. When these 
animals make their influence felt, the long- 
sided lean-producing pig so much desired 
should become more general. 

WORK OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


It is cy, yy that the Department of 
Agriculture done enormous good in im- 
proving the pigs of the country, but there 


“ll ES be in use a number of short- 
bodied fat pigs which retard the work of im- 
provement. In one large factory which I 
visited the percentage of “ fat” in a number 
of lots recently slaughtered ranged from 25 
to 41, a fact which shows the variation oc- 
curring over a wide stretch of country. 

The most noticeable shortage cf suitable 
pigs occurs when the fresh pork trade is in 
full swing. This affords an outlet for young 
pigs not previously available, and if pork 
prices are not considered high enough the 
pigs can be kept on and sold for bacon. 
This is all very well from a purely selfish 
point of view. but to anyone taking the 
national outlook there seems to no reason 
why the pig-breeding industry should not be 
developed more extensively. Irish bacon 
occupies a deservedly high place on the 
Rritish market as well as at home, and I 
understand from some of the bacon curers 
that they could double their output if they 
had the pigs. The Danes export to Great 
Britain bacon to the value of over twenty- 
seven million pounds. The Irish Free State 
sends over two and three-quarter million 
pounds worth of bacon to Britain. The 
total im of bacon into Great Britain in 
1929 were worth £43,760,297. From this it 
is clear that the Free State has a long wrv 


to go in getting anywhere near the top of 


the British market. 
FOREIGN BACON AS IRISH. 

Meanwhile, foreign bacon is being sold by 
some retailers in such a way that the public 
think it is Irish. [Irish branded sides are 
displayed in front of others. and it ic alleged 
that when people ask the nrice of bacon they 
are quoted the price of the Irish, while the 
foreign product is supovlied. unless the 
customer asks—“‘Is this Irish?” 3 

To meet this wnscruprlous comnetition it 
is suggested that a tariff of fourpence per 
pound shonld be imposed on all imported 
bacon. I wnderstand that apnlication for 
such a tariff will be made to the Tariff 
Commission by a well-known bacon enrer. 

WHAT A TARRIF WOULD DO. 

A Dublin merchant who trades in Irish 
bacon of one particular brand informed me 
that the weight best suited to the Dublin 
demand was a side scaling 56]b., with a 
gammon of 12lb. to 14lb. and a fair end 
of 121b. to 14lb. He found that by confining 
his stock of Irish bacon to one curer his 
business improved, because customers knew 
when ordering. As 
a matter of fact, his sales of this brand of 
Irish bacon doubled ‘within a year. 

When questioned on the subject of a tariff 
on bacon, he said that a tariff of fourpence 
per lb., or 37s. 4d. per cwt., would do away 
with any incentive that there was to sell 
foreign bacon as Irish. A tariff, in his 
opinion, would not make breakfast table items 
any dearer, but would bring the price of 
foreign bacon up to that of Irish. As a 
result the Irish trade would develop and 
provide more employment. Jn this connec- 
tion it may be mentioned that women as well 
as men find work in te bacon factories. © 

PORK AND LIVE PIG EXPORTS. 

The principal of a Dublin firm that carries 
on a business in the home and export 
pork e stated that he was getting more 
porkers than ever, and that not more than 
ten per cent. of the pigs reaching him were 
suited for the Dublin bacon trade. 


Possibly because of their share in the 


export of live pigs and their. participation in 


the fresh pork trade, County Wexford farmers 
have not, I learn, been sending as many pigs 
to the bacon curers as usual. Here, as im 
other parts of the country, shippers heve, 
doubtless, been active, and, as every class 
of pig suits them, their operations result m 
quick sales. ‘ 

PIG-KEEPING ON BUSINESS LINES. 

There are great possibilities for those whe 
take up nie get, As on business lines and 
do not gamble. The industry is more or 
less stagnant because too few farmers keep 
brood sows. Too many begin . buying 
bonhams on a rising market, and then when 
the sir comes they go out of the business 
again. is results in supplies to the bacon 
curer fluctuating, and spoils the market. 

By breeding pigs of the right type, feeding 
them on balanced rations, and giving them 
sufficient exercise, any farmer can produce 
pigs suited for the best Irish bacon trade. 
Anyone going in for the industry on a large 
scale must guard against swine fever, as its 
appearance results in heavy loss. ‘This is a 
matter in which the Veterinary Research 
Department could do a world of good if it 
discovered a method of treatment that would 
stop infection.

OTTAWA, Friday. 

Though the bison has gone for ever, 
except from the Government sanctuaries, 
and the beaver and marten are slowly 
following, the fur trade of Canada is in no 
danger of extinction, according to the 
report on this industry recently issued by 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 

A century ago the value of Canada’s ex- 
ports in fur exceeded that of any other 
product. Now among the primary indus- 
tries agriculture, forestry, « fisheries, 
mining and electric power development far 
outstrip the fur trade’ in value of pro- 
duction. At the same time the total out- 
put of Canada’s oldest industry lias not 
declined, and Canada may still be 
described as one of the two last great fur 
preserves of the world. 


INCREASING EXPORTS. 

In 1667 exports of fur to France and 
the West Indies were valued at 550,000 
francs. In 1850, the first year for which 
trade tables of the Customs Department 
are available, the value of raw furs ex- 
ported was 95,872 dollars; for the twelve 
months ending June 30th, 1920, the value 
was 20,417,529 dollars; for 1925, 
17,151,172 dollars; for 1926, 17,017,504 
dollars ; for 1927, 22,570,465 dollars; and 
for 1928, 23,598,259 dollars.” Raw furs to 
the value of 24,181,208 dollars were ex- 
ported during the twelve months ending 
June 30th, 1929, the British’ market 
absorbing 10,360,730 dollars’ worth and 
the United States most of the rest. 

g the past year, however, in unison 
with that of other commodities, the price 
of furs has suffered a marked decline. As 
a result the total value of the exports 
of raw furs for the twelve months ending 
June 30th, 1930, was reduced to 17,187,399 
dollars. To some extent this decline is 


of certain kinds of pelts, such as beaver, 
fox and muskrat, but the principal cause 
of the slump is the lower range of prices. 


FURTHER NORTH. 

An outstanding feature of the fur trade 
has been the growth in recent years of the 
fur-ranching industry. The fur farms now 
produce twelve and a half per cent. of 
the total output of the fur industry, and 
this percentage is growing year by year. 

The raising of silver foxes in captivity 
marked the beginning of the industry, and 
this is still the principal branch of fur- 
farming, but mink, beaver, muskrat, chin- 
chilla rabbit, skunk, raccoon, and other 
wild fur-bearing animals are now raised 
within enclosures, or, in the case of 
muskrat and beaver, in segregated marsh 
lands, under conditions of, at least, semi- 
domesticity. 

The growth of fur-farming will aid 
materially in the preservation of Canada’s 
fur trade, 

As civilisation marches northward the 
bounds of the country’s natural game pre- 
serves are narrowed; but, even when 
settlement has planted its furthest out- 
posts, the area of the roaming grounds of 
the furry tribe will still have to be 
reckoned in hundreds of thousands of 
square miles. 

In this vast district, with Government 
preservation regulations, which are 
annually becoming more effective and com- 
prehensive, the fur-bearing as well as 
other animals will, doubtless, continue to 
thrive, and the fur trade be assured of a

MR. DE VALERA AND 
INDIA 


SUPPORT FOR METHODS 
OF “NON-VIOLENCE.” 


Speaking at a meeting in Gloucester place, 
Dublin, yesterday, convened by the Women’s 
Prisoners’ Defence League, to protest against 
" British atrocities in India,”’ and calling on 
prisoners’ committees in England and t- 
land and the Irish over the world to take 
similar action, Mr. de Valera said that he 
hoped that meeting would prove to be the 
start of a movement throughout Ireland, so 
as to give the Indian ple beart in their 
struggle, and show them that theydn Ireland 
reprobated the actions of the British in 
India. Surely it was up to the Irish people, 
who had had their own struggles for free- 
dom, to show the people of India that they 
had their good wishes, and even their 
prayers. 


“ A WONDERFUL STRUGGLE.” 

The Indian people, he said, were making 
a wonderful struggle—one that had not been 
tried throughout the world before—a struesle 
of non-violent methods. It was something 
unique in history. It had certainly to be 
said of the leader that he was faithful to 
the creed of non-violence. Surely it was the 
duty of a leader who believed in non-violent 
methods to use them. He did not think any 
responsible leader would have recourse to 
violent methods if he thought he could attain 
his object by non-violent means. If violence 
was being used in India to-day, it was by 
the British, When Ireland was struggling 
against the Black and Tans she did not 
hesitate to agk people abroad for moral and 
material support, and they got it, so that it 
would not sa becoming if they in turn did 
not try to help those who were now suffer- 


ing. 

: REPUBLICANS' ATTITUDE. 

When the Treaty was being discussed in 
the Dail they were told that under the new 
circumstances the Irish people would be 
powerful in assisting people in circumstances 
such as in India to-day. He did not know 
if any of those who accepted the Treaty had 
done anything to help the people of India. 
Republicans had a duty to show the people 
of India that they were not are l cm in 
anv way for what the British were doing. 
“AWe,” he added, “are in the British 


responsibility for what the British do.”

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The average healthy person should not sleep 
in a room that, is heated to any great extent; 
a gas fire, or a few old newspapers placed 
in an empty grate, lit whilst actually un- 
dressing, should be sufficient to provide _neces- 
sary comfort. 

The bed should, without doubt. be made 
warm beforehand, either by the ordinary hot- 
water bottle, warming-pan or even a hot flat 
iron or hot clean brick rubbed over the 
sheets and pillows will suffice. 

Warming the face side of the pillow is far 
more sensible than it may sound, and has 
definitely comforting results. 

A really warm night attire under few bed- 
clothes is of far greater benefit than lying 
under a pile of hedclothes, and the window 
should be open at the top if the atmosphere 


is clear. 
ON GETTING UP. 

Upon rising in the morning blow the nose 
well; then close the window for a few 
moments, slip out of night attire’ and 
do one or two simvle exercises prior 
to the ablutions. The latter should be com- 
pleted by a vigorous rnb down with a snonge 
or towel wrung out of cold water. followed 
by a really good breakfast, eaten as leisurely 
as possible.

Jackets are longer. or shorter, and have no 
stiffness. They are often belted at the waist- 
line, and flare ever so slightly below, not 
with: full peplums. 

Blouses come over the top of the skirt, 
and are as often as long as the jacket, which 
may be three-quarters of the suit silhouette. 

Skirts are comfortably wide and not much 
flared. They are pleated, and gored, and 
sometimes gathered. 

Jackets and tailored dresses are another 
kind of suit that is made thrilling by a bright, 
sleeveless waistcoat, or inside jacket worn 
over the dress, and under the longish jacket. 

Skirts for the first Spring dresses are 
generally a trifle longer than those worn this 
winter—an inch or so for davtime—and full 
length coats are correspondingly long also. 

Waistlines are a bit sub-normal for practical 
wear, and camouflaged by drapery for formal 
day-time wear.

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When making sandwiches the bread should 
always be buttered before it is cut, If the 
butter is hard it should be creamed before 
using; or the knife with which it is spread 
can be dipped into boiling water occasionally. 

A method of softening butter which is very 
economical ‘is to pour boiling milk over 1 
in the proportion of hbalf-pint to a pound of 
butter and cream the two together.

Left-over sandwiches’ need not be thrown 
away. as they make an-appetising breakfast 
dish if dipped into pancake batter or beaten.

Sometimes it happens that the stock of 
gravy browning runs out at an awkward 
moment.

Allow it to bubble, 
and then pour on half a pint of boiling water. 

When this mixture boils, remove from the 
fire and leave to cool.

This browning may be used for soups 
and stews as well as gravies.

OBITUARY. 


SIR THOMAS PILE, BART. 


We regret to announce the death of Sir 
Thomas Devereux Pile, Bart., which took 

lace at his residence, Hampstead, London, 
last Saturday morning. Born in Dublin on 
the 27th February, 1856, Sir Thomas was the 
son of Mr. William Pile, Tritonville road, 
Sandymount. He was educated at Wesley 
College in his native city, and had a very 
successful business career, being associated 
with a number of prominent firms. For many 
years he held a seat on the Dublin Manicipal 
Council, in the various departments of which 
he took a keen practical interest. ges ya 
active on the Electricity Committee, of whic 
he was chairman, he had the foresight to 
realise the great benefit to be obtained from 
the supply of electricity in bulk, and it was 
owing to his enterprise and persistence that 
the Dublin electricity scheme was initiated and 
carried through. Not satisfied, however, with 
the small power-house that was put up in 
Fleet street. he agitated and was responsible 
for the erection of the large building at the 
Pigeon House. 

Sir Thomas Pile was High Sheriff for the 
City of Dublin in 1898, and filled the office of 
Lord Mayor in 1900-1901. During his 
mayoralty he organised what was, perhaps, 
Dublin’s first Civic Week. Several Lord 
Mayors from various cities in England took 
part in the festivities on that occasion, among 
which were a brilliant ball and a luncheon 
provided by him, in addition to river trips 
by a steamer that cruised along the coast of 
Dublin. While he was Lord Mayor he was

created a Baronet, an honour following the 
visit of Queen Victoria to Ireland. Among the 
most notable of his achievements in the in- 
terests of humanity was the clearance, with 
the support of other social workers, of the 
worst ss of the Gloucester street area of 
the city. He was also influential in having 
proper housing accommodation provided for 
the poor, and exercised his Pt in a 
generous, yet unostentatious, manner. He was 
a Deputy Lieutenant and a Justice of the 
Peace of the City and County of Dublin. He 
was a brother of the late Mr. James Pile, a 
well-known Dublin builder and contractor. 

The Methodist body in Ireland had a very 
strong supporter in Sir Thomas Pile, who was 
a member of the Brighton Road Methodist 
Church, and associated himself closely with 
the work of that church. He gave excellent 
advice to the voung in the Sanday School and 
in the Band of Hope, and eagerly assisted in 
any movement towards the development of 
Christian young manhood. 

Sir Thomas Pile was a prominent Free- 
mason. He was a Past Master of his Lodge, 
to which he presented beautifuily wrought 
silver chains of offiee, formed of medallions, 
on which were engraved the names of the 
Past Masters. These chains, which were 
highly valued, were missed after the occupa- 
tion of the Masonic Hall in Molesworth street. 
Dublin. by Republicans, but they were re- 
turned virtually intact. . 

In 1882 Sir Thomas married Miss Caroline 
Mande Nicholson, daughter of Mr. John M. 
Nicholson, J.P., and. had three sons and one 
daughter. All his sons fought in the European 
War. His youngest son, who was a lieu-

while on active service in France. 
son, is in business-in London, and his eldest 
son, who held a commission in the British 
Army before the Great War, is at present a 
Colone]. holding an administrative post in the 
War Office. 

Many years ago Sir Thomas left his resi- 
dence at Kenilworth House, Kenilworth 
square, Dublin, and went to reside at Kenil- 
worth House, Willesden lane, London. He 
was a director of the London General Omnibus 
Company and managing director of a number 
of firms in London. He was a member of the 
Royal Societies Club. Last summer he visited 
Dublin again, and went to live in Kingstown 
to recuperate his health. He received benefit 
from the change, but heart trouble caused 
anxiety, and after his return to London he 
did not enjoy the same freedom from illness, 
and had been ailing for some time before he 
dind. He is survived by Lady Pile, two sons 
and his daughter.

IRISH RAINFALL. 


REPORT FOR DECEMBER. 

The Irish Rainfall Association's report, 
issued from Ballinamona,. Cashel, . County 
Tipperary, for the month of December, 1950,

There 
was a little snow in places, and some stormy 
weather towards the end of the month, 
Thunder was reported on the 27th at Dun- 
manway, while there was a fine display of 
aurora on fhe 20th at Waringstown; some 
fine lunar halos were also recorded.

CORK TRAMWAYMSS.

Cork Harbour. 


Present efforts to revive the Port of 
Cork, and bring back the activities of 
former times to its spacious waters, cail 
attention to some noteworthy items in its 
annals. 
history of Cork harbour may be said to 
commence; for, strange to say, Kinsale 
had previously been the favourite Irish 
naval port. Its most memorable events, 
however, during the last one hundred 
years are: The sailing for Sydney, in 
1819, of Father Therry, a Cork priest, the 
first Roman Catholic clergyman allowed 
by the Government to go out to Australia ; 
the opening of steam communication with 
Bristol in 1821; the sailing for América 
of the Cork steamer Sirius in April, 1838 
(the first steamer to cross the Atlantic) ; 
the arrival, in 1847, of the Jamestown 
sloop of war with provisions for the starv- 
ing Irish; the visit of Queen Victoria in 
1849 ; the departure, in 1866, of the first 
of a number of emigrant ships for Queens- 
land ; the return of the Arctic exploration 
ships, Alert and Discovery, in 1876, and 
the docking of H.M.S. Apollo in 1892—the 
first vessel to enter the Royal docks at 
Haulbowline. 


Ghe Old Theatre Roval. 


A collector of old prints who was inte- 
rested in my paragraph on Dublin play- 
houses, has sent me an engraving of the 
old theatre that stood for fifty years on 
the site of the existing “ Royal,” and 
was, during the Jast years of its existence, 
under the proprietorship of the late Mr.

William Moluneux. 


The SÁ a bicentenary of the 
Royal Dublin Society reminds a corre- 
spondent that the Dublin Philosophical 
Society may be considered as its forerunner | 
and was founded in 1683 by William 
Molyneux and Sir William Petty. William 
Molyneux, who lived in the New Row, off 
Thomas street, was distinguished as a 
pen and as the author of that cele- 
rated work, “ The Case of Ireland,” 
which was published in 1608, the year of 
his death. 

It was he who suggested to Locke the 
“* jocose SS. given in the second 
book of “ The Essay on the Human Under- 
standing.” Locke speaks of him as ‘‘ the 
learned and worthy Mr. Molyneux—this 
thinking gentleman whom I am proud to 
call my friend.” The problem was: 
Whether a person born blind, on being 
made to see, could distinguish between a 
cube and a sphere of ivory which he had 
previously distinguished by touch. Both 
Locke and Molyneux answered the ques- 
tion in the negative, as they were bound 
to do according to the principles of Locke's 


philosophy.

Mozart's Anniversary. 


January 17th is a date of significance 
to music-lovers; for it was on that day 
in 1756 that Wolfgang Amadeus Mozart 
was born in Salzburg. Mozart is a rare 
example of a youthful prodigy fulfilling 
itself in mature genius of after years. 
In the Mozart Museum of his natal city 
there is preserved on view a little mariu- 
script music-book in which a piece of 
music bears the inscription: “ Composed 
by Wolfgang Mozart, lith May, 1762.”’ 
Representing the work of one just over 
his sixth birthday, this is a marveljous 
example of early creative work.

Grilled Hedgehog. 


Most people make faces when they hear 
of grilled sr “é yet I am informed 
on excellent authority that few more 
delicate and tasty dishes exist. Hedgehog

is pre-eminently a gipsy dish, and gipsies 


are well known to be no indifferent cooks, 
Their method is as follows: They catch a 
young hedgehog, and surround him, when 
killed, with a batter of yellow clay. Next 
they place him on a hot fire—preferably 
a fire of turf or sticks—and bake him, 
scattering sticks above as well as around 
the sides. After an hour or so the hedge- 
hog is ready to serve. The clay, when 
subjected to heat, hardens, and the juices 
of the meat cannot escape. When the 
clay is broken apart the bristles and skin 
of the hedgehog comes away with it, 
leaving a tender piece of white meat in 
the middie. which in taste resembles 
chicken. The gipsies grill chickens and 
ducks in exactly the same way. I am 
told that it is by far the best way.

Mr..P. W. Shaw, T.D., said that on the 
morning of the January pig fair in Mullingar 
he saw five carts held up and the shafts 
broken, and the pigs walking about the 
Streets. That was a very serious state 
of affairs. He asked Mr. Murphy to 
spread sand on the slippery places. 

r. Shaw referred to the condition of things 
at the cattle fair on the Monday, and said 
that the incidents were unprecedented. A 
Mr. Brannagan lost two catile out of three. 
Seeing cattle lying on the street with their 
legs broken, he felt he was perfectly justified 
in calling attention to the matter at the meet- 
ing of the Board of Health 


THE RESOLUTION,

The cradle carrying 
Miss England Il. entered the water amid 
the cheers of a large crowd which 
assembled. For some reason the cradle did 
not go sufficiently far into the Lough to 
enable the Miss England 11. to float off, and 
the steam tractor got into action and hauled 
Miss England and the cradle back on to the 
slipway again. A second attempt was made, 
and this also proved unsuccessful. At the third 
attempt the Miss England Il. was taken 
well up the slipway and given an extra 
push, and down she ran at a great speed, 
and floated clear of the cradle The dainty 
craft was kept in position by a rope from 
the: opposite bank, and eventually she was 
towed to the boathouse.

BANBRIDGE, Saturday. 
HERE was a surprising development at 
ib the resumed induest which was held 
to-day in regard to the deaths of Bernard 
Lennon (72) and his sister, Mrs. Elizabeth 
O'Hare (69), of Newry, both of whom were 
found dead in Lennon s house at Lisnagade, 
Banbridge, on Sunday, January 4th. 

A verdict was returned in each case that 
death was due to accidental poisoning by 
carbon monoxide. 

Mr. R. 8. Heron, Coroner for the division, 
conducted the inquiry. District inapector 
T. J. Allen appeared on behalf of the Hrown, 
and Mr F. J. Byrne, solicitor, appeared @ 
behalf of the next-of-kin. 

John F. O'Hare, of Ktlmorey 
Newry, son of the deceased woman, said 
that on December 50th his mother leít her 
home to visit hér brother at Lisnagade. It 
waa her castom to do so each week. As she 
had not returned by Saturday witness went 
to Lisnagade on Sunday evening. On arriving 
at hig uncle’s house he found the door locked 
from the inside. Hé knocked. and getting no 
reply be proceeded to a neighbouring house. 
Mr. Thomas McGrath's. Mr. Thomas 
McGrath and Mr. Michael Mctirath accom- 
panied witness back to the house. They 
pushed the key out of the lock with a stick. 
and retrieving it from underneath the door 
turned the lock. 


DEAD IN BED. 


The door also was secured with a spade 
and a graip. both pí which thev removed with 
a piece oí board./ They entered and found 
the kitchen empty and everything in. order.

His uncle was a bachelor, 
and she did any work that was to be done 
about the house. 

Mr. Byrne—Did he sometimes go to Newry 
for her?—Yes, and if she was a day behind 
her time he would come to sec what was 
wrong. They were on affectionate terms.

Sergeant M. W. Browne deposed that he 
visited Lennon’s house on the evening of 
January 4 and found the bodies as deseribed.

To Mr, Byrne—There was no fire place in 
either room, and the windows were dosed. 

Dr. R. Martin proved to the post-mortem 
examination carried out by Dr. Lusk and 
himself. 

Mr. Joseph Harold Totten, of the firm of 
Messrs. Totten and Hawthorne, City Analysts, 
Belfast, gave evidence of having received 
certain internal organs of ihe deceased par- 
ties. He first examined the blood of Bernard 
Lennon, and found it contained carbon mono- 
xide hemoglobin, which would be given off 
by red coal cinders. He éxamined the organs 
tor other poisons, and the results were neza- 
tive. He was quite satisfied that death was 
caused by carbon monoxide poison. He also 
examined the blood of the deceased woman, 
and found the same results. Death in her 
case was also due to coal gas poisoning. 

Cotoner— Was there any difference between 
the organs of the two persons?—Yes. In ihe 
case of Elizabeth O’Hare I was immediately 
struck with the appearance of the organs, 
which showed quite a pink colour. I did not 
notice that in the case of Lennon. 


CARBON MONOXIDE. 


If carbon monoxide poison was much 
stronger in the atmosphere im her room would 
it produce the results you found ?/—Very. pre- 
bably; it is certainly very striking. 

The Foreman-—-Would a person poisoned in 
that way die peacefully, or would he struggle 
and disarrange the bedclothes’—There might 
be a slight disturbance, but the actual death 
would be absolutely peaceful. 

The Coroner, reviewing the evidence, said 
that he was glad to say that the inquiry 
which had opened with what one might call 
a tragic element, had ended in a much more 
simplified form. At first it appeared as if 
Lennon had died from strychnine poisoning, 
but Mr.: Totten was. quite satisfied that death 
was due to carbon monoxide, given off by the 
cinders. The cinders had been used for heat- 
ing the room . without knowledge of the 
great dangers associated. with such practice, 
and he was glad to know that no outside p*r- 
ties were involved in the tragic happening. 
A verdict. as stated, was returned.

through a difficult period since 1921. and jt 
was up to_the Government to due atten- 
tion to this main. industry. e present 
Government, while seeing that ho great 
strain was pot on agriculture, had paid par- 
tienlar attention to renewal “oí the 
industry, Any Government. with a national! 
outlook should. realise that it could mot func- 
tion without two economic ‘arms. Owing to 
historical causes the industrial arm had 
become paralysed, and the country could not 
carry on with the agricultural arm alone. 
They had helped, through tarifis and other- 
wise, to improve the industrial position, but 
as regards agriculture tarifis would not heip 
matters mach, and the only way to bring 
relief was through & reduction of farmers’ 
overhead expenses. To that end it-was pro- 
posed to apply a scheme of de-rating, and 
the Commission’s report on that matter would 
be soon under the considetation of the Dail. 


DE-RATING. 


He personally was in favour of’ de-rating 
as a means of lessening the farmers’ burden. 
The difficulty was how the deficit was to be 
made up-—who to pass it on to. It war a 
big problem, bat it was important -to 
remember that the relief suggested would 
go to the working farmer, and would not, 
rs the old days, be passed on to the land- 
ord. 

Mr. Dolan. T.D., said that Deputy Lemass

TURNING POINT IN 
HISTORY. 


A GREAT DEAL ‘YET TO 
BE DONE.

NEW DELHI, Saturday. 

HE ‘galleries of the Legislative Assembly 

T were crowded this afternoon when Lord 

Irwin, the Viceroy, addressed the 
House. In the closing passages of iiis :peech 
the Viceroy referred to the Round-TIable 
Conference, and said :— 

“The Conference is now about to wonclide 
its labours, and we await with eager interest 
the announcement. to be made by the Prime 
Minister in the next few days. Pending that 
anhoucement, I content myself with mting 
to certain things which already lend oul in 
sharp relief. First, wmdoubtedly, is the 
recognition by the Indian States of the 
essential unity of all India, and their readi- 
néss to take their full share in ae “TM 
instruments of government through which 
that conception of unity may gain concrete 
expression and effect. 

I do not under-rate. the difficulties that 
still have to be surmounted before these 
aspirations can be realised in their entirety, 
but those need not blind us to the far- 
reaching aud deep significance of the step 
taken -by the States’ representatives th 
London. 


THE TURNING POINT. 

“1 scarcely think that I exaggerate when 
I say that the historian a hundred years 
hence, commenting on these times, will find 
in it the turning point of the constitutional 
history of India. 

“The Conference has had two further 
results that seem to me of incalculable value 
At the time of its convention the atmosphere 
was clouded’ with misunderstandings on both 
sides. Opinion in Great Britain was ill- 
informed of the ‘realities of thought in India 
Opinion in India, even in circles where so- 
called moderate views prevailed, was sus- 
ba and sceptical of the purpose of Great 

ritain. If ignorance and suspicion still 
linger they represent the rearguard, and no 
longer the main body, of opinion in the two 
countries 

“Great Britain has realised, as she has 
heard it at first hand from all sections of the 
Indian Delegation, something of the new 
forces that are animating the political 
thonght of India, while India, fedling no 
longer that she is misunderstood, is better 
prepared to recognise that British statesmen 
have approached the problem, not, indeed, 
ignoring the real difficulties, but with the 
single will to find a means by which they 
may be speedily and securely resolved. Ana 
thus it might appear that. all who have 
longed to see the Conference bear fruit for 
the true healing of nations may take a new 
hope. The London discussions have revealeci 
a genuine désire on all sides to find practica! 
means ‘by which speedy and substantial 
recognition may be given to the 
claims of Indian political thought.

hiendship once again upon the relations of 
the two peoples, whom unhappy cireum- 
stances have latterly estranged.

Other conferences, it is understood, will 
be held later at Leeds and in the West. 

Mr. Richard H. Fox, Secretary and Solict- 
tur to the Central Electricity Board, last 
night told the Press Association—** The Go- 
vernment have been pressing tus for a long 
time to get on with the job, and I think we 
have done so. Our contracts for last year 
amounted to about £10,000,000.’’ 

When the Central Electricity Board's 
scheme 1s completed there will be.

THE HOME AND ‘THE 
CHILD.

full of children,” declared the Rev, 

Owen Dudley, im the course of 4 
lecture which he delivered in the Theatre 
Royal, Dublin, yesterday evening, in aid of 
the St. Joseph's Catholic Boys’. Brigade. 
There was a large attendance, which. was 
presided over by Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C, 
Among those on the platform were the, Lord 
Mayor, the Rev. P. J. Gannon, 8.J4 and 
Dr. J. B. Magennis. 

THE LECTURE. 

The lecturer said that the home was made 
of children and the world was made of 
homes. (he modern idea was to put the 
home in the background; the Catholic idea 
was that the home should be first and fore- 
most in social life; the extreme. modern-idea 
was to abolish children altogether, or, at any 
rate, abolish the home and make the children 
State property. 

“In Russia,’”” he said, “we have an ex- 
ample of the State determining to centre 
human life in itself and, in consequence, 
destroying human happiness. The rest.of the 
world, however, has not yet gone to the 
Russian extreme, but the home is in great 
danger from the world, and particularly so in 
England and America,” 

They were, he declared, living in an age 
when they would witness the beginning of 
another great war—war between the Catholic 
Church and the world, and it will be a war 
for the Christian home. In England that 
war was already in progress. They..might 
wonder why the Catholic papers devoted so 
much space to divorce, free love, etc., but it 
was because the Catholic Church in England 
found itself in the midst of modern paganism, 
and was compelled to defend itself. A certain 
section of the English Press was perverting 
the public mind against the very morality 
which is intimately bound up with the 
Christian home. The film world also .y” 
arraying itself against the home. 

THE MARRIAGE BOND, 

First of all, the safeguards for the 
Christian home was the marriage bond. The 
Catholic Church declares that this bond was 
unbreakable. <A decree of nullity that was 
sometimes granted by the Catholic Church 
was a declaration that there was not a valid 
contract of marriage in the first instance, and 
therefore there was no marriage and no 
marriage bond. 

“Ireland's civil refusal to surrender the 
marriage bond was,” he continued, “her 
guarantee that in Catholic Ireland the homes 
shall be Catholic and Irish. Ireland's charm 
and glory may be found at their very fullest 
in Catholic and Irish homes.”’ (Applause. ) 

The marriage -bond, he added, stood for 
love, but in England and America, where it 
was discounted, there was a process of 
animalisation of man and woman. That 
mora! ruin was a horrible reality—a ghastly 
reality. It had been mentioned in the recent 
Encyclical letter by the Pope, which he (the 
lecturer) described as one of the most terrible 
condemnations of the world that was ever 
issued by the Holy See. 

MIXED. MARRIAGES. 

Froceeding Father Dudley said that the 
second safeguard of the home was that of 
religion itself—that is, the 
Catholic religion having full entry into the 
home. It could not have full entry into the 
home unless both husband and wife were 
Catholics. That was one of the reasons of 
tha Catholic Church in forbidding mixed 
tnarriages. How, he asked, could there be 
any true unity of mind and heart between a 
Catholic and a Protestant? It was true that 
the Church sometimes granted a dispensa- 
tion from her laws for a mixed marriage, 
but it was only with reluctance. A.mixed 
marriage at its best was a very doubtful 
proposal, and always fraught with danger. 
The home must have children, and that he 
classed as the third safeguard of the home. 
““ The laws of the Catholic Church,” he said, 
“insured that normally, wherever physically 
rossible, the outcome of the Sacrament of 
Marriage shall be children. The modern 
pagan idea i#* marfiag’, motor cars and 
hotels.” (Laughter.) As things were goin 
at present in this pagan world, he aa 
to suggest that by the year 2,000 a baby will 
be an event, and people will be travellin 
miles to see what a baby is like. “gona, 

THE LAMBETH PRONOUNCEMENT. 

Referring to birth control, he characterised 
the pronouncement of the Anglican bishops 
at the Lambeth Conference, 1930, on this 
subject as disgraceful. Birth control, he 
said, was, above all, a moral question; it was 
a mortal sin to frustrate the only right—~ 
the pro-creation of children. The laws of the 
Catholic Church in this matter were not 
arbitrary, but were in accordance with the

QUICK-BREAKING WELSH FORWARDS. 


The English forwards ked better, and 
on the whole scrummaged with a more de- 
finite idea of the object to be attained, but 
what the Welshmen may have lacked in skill 
and technique they fully made up for by their 
whole-hearted earnestness and quickness in 
breaking a and deadly tackling.

THE INTERNATIONAL POSITION, 

Dealing with the international position, Dr. 
)’Sullivan pointed out that it was ‘sound, no 
matter what the Press said. The Press should 
get. a copy of the international rules to verify 
ils statements, and not assume titles that 
“ere not correct for their Association. The 
only body that could alter their international 
position was the International Federation, 
and they vould not do so unless on a motion 
from one of the countries concerned. At the 
last meeting of the International Federation 
we were referred to as lreland, and there 
had never been any question of Free State. 
The International Federation would not alter 
their position, which was sound interna- 
tionally, they having the control of the 
whole country, and they were going to 
function as they had been doing through 
ihe whole country.

(Sullivan, Kngland had attempted to fiout 
their Association and the International 
Federation authority in the country, but did 
net realise their position until the interna-

(England) and National Cyclists’ Union 
(England) in recognising a small number of 
athletic and cycling clubs in the North of 
Jreland which have seceded from and been 
suspended hy this Association; and we hereby 
reaffirm our internationally recognised posi- 
tion as the Association controlling athletics 
and evcline in all narts of Treland.”’ 

PLAYING FIELDS FOR SCHOOLS. 

The agenda contained a resolution dealing 
with playing fields for schools. Speaking of 
it, Dr, O’Sullivar said he hoped that Con- 
gress would not confine itself to passing a 
pious resolution. He had, with an influential 
deputation, representative of the G.A.A. and 
the teachers’’ organisation, waited on the 
Ministers for Education and Lands and Agri- 
culture, when it was pointed out that the 
provision cf playing fields would involve an 
expenditure of £50,000.
